The 400—the profes- 
sional thieves, highwaymen and mur- 
derers who live by crime, he would 
confine as at present in cell-houses 
under heavy guard and with the threat 
of solitary confinement in a, dungeon

prison would have doubly beneficial 
results, the warden declares. It would 
give first offenders a fresh lease on 
life and at the same time isolate them 
from the hardened 
criminals.

The United States Standards of pur- 
ity do not distinguish ibetween con- 
densed and evaporated milk. Section 
IB. n 6: 


"Condensed- milk, evaporated milk, 
is milk from which a considerable por- 
tion of water has been 
evaporated 
and contains not less than twenty- 
eight (28) per cent of milk solids, of 
which not less than twenty-seven and 
five tenths (27,5) per 
cent is milk 
fat."Theee products a're practically free 
from adulteration. Some tests require 
tho label to indicate the amount of 
water to be added in order that the 
product shall equal the standard of 
whole milk. 


Sterilized milk is "milk that has 
been heated to ' the temperature of 
boiling water or higher for a length 
of time sufficient to kill all organisms 
present." 
Pasteurized 
milk Is milk 
that has "been heated below the boil- 
ing point, but, sufficient to kill most 
o£ the active organisms present, and 
immediately cooled to 60 degree* F. 
or lower." 


package." This decision amends No. 
78, which limits tho amount of sulphur 
dioxide by saying: "Pending investi- 
gation the Department of Agriculturex 
will institute no prosecution if the to- 
tal amount of sulphur dioxide in the 
finished product does not exceed 350 
milligrams per liter in wines or 350 
milligrams per kilogram in other food 
products of which not over 70 milli 
grams is in a free state."

The cry for freedom has been raised 
by the different races, and each time 
it haa been followed by the most 
frightful atrocities. 


Finally, In 1804, the ncffro Kmperor 


DeBsallncs ordered a wholesale mav- 
•acro of the whites, which was carried 
out with shocking brutality. 
The 


white people with their wealth were 
driven from the land. 
In 1844 tho 


Island -was divided as the people call- 
ing themselves Dominicans revolted 
and obtained their freedom from tho 
negro rule of the Haitian side of the 
island. Tho day, February 27th, 1844, 
has ever since been kept sacred oa the 
birthday of tho Dominican Republic. 
But this did not stop revolutions, for 
there were not enough officers to go • 
around, and from time to time there 
havo been uprisings. 


Santo Dominfro fairly teems with 


ruins whose historic associations can- 
not fall to Interest Americans. 
His- 


tory tells us that Columbus landed on 
the. spot now known as Santo Domlng-o 
City and named tho city for the saint 
of that day. Tradition has It that he 
tied his boat to a tree on tho edge of 
the Ozama River, nnd this old tree 
gnarled and bent. Is looked upon with 
almost superstitious veneration by the 
natives. Tho ruins of an old building- 
on the opposite side of the river are 
pointed out as the place of the humili- j 
atlon of tho discoverer. 
A splendid 


monument has been set up In the 
cathedral to his memory, and eomo 
historians declares that the monument 
contains his bonea. 


Dud RoaAi, 


To be sure, tbo streets of the city 


»ro not well kept ind many of them 
are full o£ Bullies, yet an American- 
made automobile is used as a sort of 
street car and there Is something hu- 
morous. In the way tlio natives en.1oy 
being bumped over the streets.

roads outside the town aro hardly 
more than'paths, yet a little time ana

Inhabitants Good Looking;. 


The temperature ranges from sixty 


to ninety degrees during the year and 
the air is dry. The natives arc kind 
and hospitable, but sadly lacking la 
education. 
In tho cities, howercr.. 


there Is considerable culture and re- 
finement, many of tho residents having 
received their education in the Unlt*4 
States. Th« women are rather pretty 
with their dark eyes, Jet black hair 
anu citar olive skins; the men arc 
not unlike the Cubans and Porto 
Rlcans in their make-up and manners. 
They are for tbe most part deroul 
Catholics. 


If che Dominicans will co-operate 


with the United States In settling- th«l» 
financial difficulties and are able to 
keep down revolutions to such an ex- 
tent as to protect life and property so 
that foreign capital may be assured ot 
a safo and sane government a new era ' 
of prosperity Is sure to dawn for tb.4 
inhabitants of the little Island Repub- 
lic of the tropics.

Others had waited for that day 


as well, There were all nationalities, 
and as tho train started there' was a 
perfect Babe! of tongues—German, 
French, English, Dutch, Italian and 
Russian could be hoard above the 
hum qf the motor nnd tho click of the 
wheels as tho train started, -It deemed 
that all nations had come to view the 
beauty of this glorloua mountain. At 
Scholdoffg wo changed to the Jungfrau 
railroad. 
At this point the whole 


llcrncse Obcrland range came Into 
vlow and thero were exclamations of 
delight In many languages yet every- 
body understood exactly what every- 
body eloe meant. 


Climbing To Winter. 


Then wo bcpan to climb in earnest 


and aoon reached the treacherous gla- 
ciers which lay. trlltterlfcff In the sun- 
light. Tho wooded heights and moun- 
tain pastures dotted with gray rocks 
wore soon loft behind while In front 
of us rose the mighty Jungfrau, the- 
Elger and tho Monoh with their walls 
of leu. Everywhere on all aides snow 
covorod pyramids seemed to rise. The 
air wai chilly and tv*n with th* bright 


sunshine of an August day tho pas- 
sengers found heavy wraps comfort- 
able. As the train climbed the scenery 
became grander. 
Winter seemed to 


havo suddenly crowded In on mid- 
summer. .Finally, Eiglogoteher sta- 
tion was reached and a stop of half 
an hour was made. 
A large number 


of travelers who were already.feeling 
tho effect of tho high altitude decided 
to go no further and stopped to spend 
the day at this point—one of the 
beauty spots of tho Alps. 
The- Elger 


glacier Is not difficult to climb if the 
traveler Is any sort of a mountain 
climber, and It was soon dotted with 
peoplo who really enjoyed the gport 
of allpplng and sliding on Its glassy 
slopes. 
Some decided to take sled 


rides and by the old of guides were, 
soon enjoying ren] old-fashlone,d win- 
ter coasting In August. 
Others on- 


gaged In snow balling, while still an- 
other crowd settled themselves'on the 
veranda of the hotel and ordered 
steaming hot tea, While It was being 
prepa.red a few of them began to look 
through the huge telescopes which 
havo been set up In different parts of 
the Alps where the views are particu- 
larly flnc. 


, Tunnel TJnder Glacier, 


Leaving the station the train en- 


tered the great tunneV cut through 
the rocki. under the Elccr «lacl«r. " It 


Is six miles In length with a grado of 
one foot In fo\jr. 
It Is, however, 


brilliantly lighted and tho twenty min- 
utes spent in traveling to Elgerwand, 
tho next station, passes quickly. 
A 


stop is made at that point to give the 
passengers a vlow of the valley. There 
the tunnel expands Into a great stone 
hall, which has been blasted out of. 
the solid rock. 
The- ceiling Is sup- 


ported by columns of solid stono which 
were left standing when Iho rooms 
were blasted out. On tho north side 
are three large windows wide enough 
to afford a mog-nlricent view of the 
lower peaks beyond which the distant 
ranges of the Jura and Black Forest 
and Vosges become visible, while far 
below gleams thp lovely village of 
Grlndclwaldi ..B.etween this point- and 
tho next station, Eismeer, reached 
eleven minutes .later," the- tunnel makes 
a sharp curve for Etgerwund which 
Is on Die north slde-bf the Eiger while 
Eismeer Is on th.e southern slope. The 
Eismeer station, too, Is hollowed out 
of solid rock. 
The floor, - celling- and 


walls are covered with wood and the 
windows are fitted with double panes 
of crystal glass. The big ha!l serves 
as a restaurant'in wh'inh two hundred 
persons; may be served'at one sitting. 
It lo tho "highest restaurant" in alti- 
tude In the world and;so comfortably 
appointed that It compares favorably 
with the restaurants of'an American 
city. 
It is heated and lighted by 


electricity and the.cooking,Is done by 
this power as well. Besides tho bis 
dlnlr.g room-there Is an'apartment for 
the station master and a post office— 
the highest oriis in. Europe. 
--. . 


The view from Eismeer Is one of 


Incomparable beauty and 
Is 
ever 


changing, especially in"Summer. when 
the -hot sun loosens the snow ana 
causes avalanches of-ice to go thun- 
dering down the mountain side. All 
about are Immense masses of snow of 
dazzling whiteness cohering the slopes 
of the Monch. Theso Ice mountains, 
for such they are, are furrowed with 
crevices In several places and giant 
blocks of Ice are piled one upon the 
other as If some mighty upheaval had 
rent asunder the nearby glaciers. 


Superb View. 


Onljr eighteen minutes of travel 


from this point on the electric train 
U r«aulr«d to reach the -wd of the j 


present line, eleven thousand, one hun- 
dred and forty-one feet above the 
level of the sea. The station there Is 
set up on a saddle of glaciers between 
the Jungfrau and the Monch. Sur- 
rounding these two mighty giants of 
the Alps all the panoramas of the 
other stations are happily combined. 
The eye Is captivated by the fields of 
eternal snow as one looks.out on the 
silent, majestic glory of an Ice-clad 
world. 
Directly In front lies the 


Aldtsch glacier, the largest ono In Eu- 
rope, Its entire length of fifteen miles 
being visible. 
Turning toward 
the 


southwest one ia surprised by tho Im- 
posing mass of the Jungfrau summit 
apparently not more than & stone's 
throw away. 


Those -who wish to climb farther 


may do so by the aid of tho careful 
guides who are In attendance, as no 
one Is allowed to attempt It alone. 
By advancing to the extreme edge of 
the Ice plateau outside the building 
one looks down on the 
terrifying

First Cog Road Bnllt In XL 9, 


Mountain railways-of tho ^o-w.,.,, 


type have been In existence since IS««, 
when Sylvester March astonished the 
world by building a cog-wheel rail- 
way to the submit of Mount Wa»h- 
Ington In New Hampshire. Swlt»rr 
land soon followed In thS» line an* 
cog-wheel roads were constructed np 
several of its mountains. The pres- 
ent Jungfrau railway was first talked 
of In 1S90. but it waa not: until 18»l 
that tho project took shape. 
Th« 


whole scheme was a gigantic' on« 
from an engineering standpoint, for 
never before Has a tunnei been con- 
structed at such an altitude and grade; 
never before haa a work been accom- 
plished In climatic conditions such a* 
prevail In these regions^ of eternal 
snow. The engineers of the Jungfrau 
railway could not profit by the ex- 
perience acquired In the construction 
of other railways owing tc tho differ- 
ent conditions, consequently they had 
to Invent and construct devices and 
appliances to meet their needa. 
In 


boring tunnels electric drills were need 
exclusively. 
Unfortunately, the larr* 


hydraulic drills could not be used on 
account of .the lack of water and tB« 
steep grade, one foot In four. It was 
necessary to use machines which 
could be easily dismounted and car- 
rled. Feeding the workmen, too, waa 
no small Item, for during the winter 
canned food entirely had to be u««d. 
Water, also, was difficult to procure 
From November until May fr«h wa- 
ter could only be obtained by meltln* 
snow. 
This was done by electricity, 


and 
evjjry drop used In drinking; 


washing and for the drills was ob- 
tained In this manner. Heavy mow 
falls and avalanches, too, retarded the 
work to such an extent that !t re- 
quired four years and six month* to 
complete the last section. The work 
Is still going on and the last section 
when completed will land the traveler 
at the Jungfrau station, an altitude .ot 
13,432 feet, where a lift 240 feet In 
height will carry him to th« summit 
13,672. 
It will take several ytara i 


even under the most favorable cona- 
tions to carry out these olaaa.
